The Judge has been considering 
the matter for several weeks, and 
although it was announced some 
weeks ago that he was runninw, 
his final decision was not made un- 
til this week. His formal declara- 
tion will be filed in Montgomery 
today or tomorrow. 

Judge Carnley has let it be 
known that he is not seeking the 
help of any special interests and 
says that he would not have the 
office handed to him on a “silver 
waiter’ by these special interests. 
He believes a man should be free 
and independent to do what is 
right for the people and all the 
people. “He will conduct his cam- 
paign in a clean, honest manner 
and will seek the’support of the 
citizens of Alabama upon issues 
and not upon the use of campaign 
funds. 

In his statement issued Tuesday, 
Judge Carnley has stated his posi- 
tion on many of the leading sub- 
jects to be considered during the 
campaign. ‘Il want to take Muscle 
Shoals out of the clutches of the 
Power Trusts, and see it operated 
in the interest of the farmers of 
the South,” says the Judge in his 
opening announcement. 

Judge Carnley will have a well 
defined platform to place before 
the people of the State, and says 
that he will not appeal to party 
faction. He will lay his claim be- 
fore the people of the State on con- 
structive measures and _ policies. 
Following is Judge Carnley’s full 
statement regarding his candidacy: 


Carnley, 


Alabama, has 


“T am announcing my candidacy 
for the high office of Governor. I 
am grateful to God for good 
health and ability to work. 

“T realize very fully the magni- 
tude of this undertaking in sub- 
mitting my claimgeto the people of 
Alabama. I do not approve of 
large expenditures in political cam- 
paigns. I value support hased up- 
on issues, and not the use of cam- 
paign funds. I have always stood 
for clean, honest campaigns for 
public office. It has been said that 
a publie office is a public trust, 
and certainly no public servant 
or trustee of the people should be 
biased in the administration of the 
office awarded him. 

MY PUBLIC RECORD 

“The people of my County have 
honored me with public office at 
times during the last thirty years. 
In 1898 I was elected to the office 
of County Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation, and was re-elected to the 
same office in 1900. In 1904 I 
graduated from the Law Depart- 
ment of the University of Ala- 
bama, and I practiced law for 18 
years, during which time I served 
for some years on the County 
Board of Education, helping to 
place my County as one of the 


first to levy the one mill tax for 
Since 1915 the 
has levied four mills county school 
tax, besides three mills by a ma- 
jority of the separate school dis- 
triets in the County. As County 
Superintendent of Eduention T se- 
cured separate school districts in 
the County. This was in the year 
of 1900, three years before the 
State abandoned the old township 
supervision of publie schools. 

“The people of my County and 
Congressional District honored me 
as one of the delegates to the Dem- 
ocratie Convention at Baltimore 
which nominated that great expo- 
nent of progressive democracy, 
Woodrow Wilson. At this Con- 
vention I stood by the instructions 
given by the Democratic Conven- 
tion of my State. I did not help 
Wall Street fight progressive Dem- 
ocracy, defended by that great 
Democrat, William Jennings Bry- 
an. I admired Bryan and_ stood 
with him. We won for Democ- 
racy and the country in the nomi- 
nation and then election of Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

“T was elected a member of the 
Legislature in 1915 and filled out 
the unexpired term of Hon. M. S. 
Carmichael. I was re-elected as 
Representative in 1918 and served 
in the regular session of 1919 and 
two extra sessions called by Gov. 
Thos. BE. Kilby, 1920 and 1921. I 
invite a careful examination of my 
record as a member of the Ala- 
bama Legislature in all of these 
sessions. As Representative I led 
the fight in the House to require 
big: capital in the State (Alabama 
Power Company) to pay its just 
share of the taxes. The issue was 
made for the following guberna- 
torial race and for the Democratic 
party in the State. The last of 
our State Democratic Conventions, 
held at Montgomery on September 
7, 1922, declared that the tax laws 
exempting water power companies 
from paying taxes should be re:

JI was Chairman of the 
House Committee on Temperance.

A sur- 
vey of the whole situation indicated 
that the best plan to get service 
ready in time for the cotton gin- 
ning season would be some plan 
which did not count too heavily on 
hydro power because of the uncer- 
tain length of time that would be 
required to restore the damaged 
plants to a dependable operating 
condition, 

Consequently, while work was 
immediately started on the restora- 
tion of the hydro developments, 
construction was also begun on a 
new transmission line connecting 
the River Falls and the Pea River 
and 
Troy;and at the same time prepara- 
tion was made at Troy for the in- 
stallation of a 1,200-horse-power 
diesel oil engine generating unit. 
With this unit in operation and 
with the new line connecting Troy 
with Glenwood, it was possible to 
transmit reserve power feom the 
Troy plant to the whole River Falls 
and Pea River systems over fairly 
reliable transmission lines, 

Before this new transmission line 
and generating unit were ready for 
operation two of the hydro plants, 
at Elba and Point “A,” were oper- 
ating at partial capacity. The El- 
ba plant was.started in June and 
the one Point “A” in July. 

The damage done by the flood 
to the plant at Elba was less than 
that at either Point ‘A’ or Gantt, 
and it was seen that as soon as a 
temporary crib dm could be built 
to take the place of one side of the 
earth canal, which serves as a fore- 
bay at this station, and the electri- 
cal machinery in the plant and the 
transformers at the substation 
could be thoroughly dried out, this 
plant would be ready to operate. 
Each of these different tasks was 
carried on at the same time. 

At the Point “A” hydro plant, 
at River Falls, the whole Conecuh 
River was flowing past the power 
plant building where an earth dam 
existed before the flood. Before 
any work at all could be started 
at this point, it was necessary to 
build a temporary crib dam across 
the river and divert the whole flow 
of the river through the sluice gates
